And now, Gentlemen, pray let us fee, if Eng: 
land has any Magick.in her Government; I wil 
certainly be true in England, as it is in all Coune 
tries, and will be to the end of the World, that 
the more Money goesout, when there is none 
to fupply, there will be the lef lefts in vain the 
Queen has her Exchequer adminiftred by the 
moft Exa& Treafurer, and’ in the moft Exquifite
